"The atmosphere on the 
set was clearly pro-Willie. 
Тпеу spoiled him, and gave 
him insane perks — like all 
the sushi he could eat," 
noted an unimportant extra 
whose name wouldn't mean 
anything to anyone, yet still 
requested anonymity. But 
while Willie was reportedly 
treated to gourmet delights, 
his co-star Bud was report- 
edly forced to eat dog food 
which an unsubstantiated 
report reportedly reports 
may have reportedly con- 
tained horse meat.

to he a few difficulties. That's 
just the way it is," notes a per- 
son who doesnt even exist, 
and who this author just 
made up to get another quote 
in. And, in fact, there does 
seem to be some truth to the 
rumors that the animals want 
nothing to do with each other. 

For example, Willie has 
never been seen romping 
with Bud, although his train- 
ers dismiss this with the 
unlikely excuse, "Iis physical- 
ly impossible for a 2,0004 
pound whale to 'romp' on 
land.”
